The lines of occi l P a ti° n > which affect this survey, are detailed as follows: 

1) . The entire east line of the subject property is occupied by Shiloh Road. This road 
is called out in tb e subject description and no uncertainty is associated with this 
line. 

2) . The south linP °f the subject property is occupied by an old fence. This fence 
appears to be ma^ f rom old barbed wire and the wire used from an old quarry 
saw. The fence WU- S found to meander from 0.8 feet south of the property line 
near Shiloh Roatl to 10.0 feet north of the property line near the west end of the 
property. 

3) . No line of oce u P at i° n was found along the west line of the subject property. 

4) . The North lin e of the subject property is occupied by a partial old fence. This 
fence appears to be made from barbed wire. This fence was built by the adjacent 
land owner to the north "Mr. Link". Mr. Link stated to me that he built this 
fence for his hor? e that has since died and that he was not for sure if the fence 
was in the correct location. The fence was found to meander from 12.6 feet 
south of the prop ert y line near Shiloh Road to 90 feet north of the property line 
near the west en<j of the fence.
